In the first week of July they suffered losses
amounting to nearly 100,000 men. At the end
of the mouth Lee had only 41,000 for duty out of
the 100,000 with whom he had set out six weeks
belore; and In a month, by every exertion, be
could get together only 15,000 more, and out of
this 60,000, all told, he was forced to send X5.00O
Of his best troops to the West.

'When In the spring of 1804 Grant opened his
campaign, Lee had only a little more than
fjO.000. and In August, when the siege of Rich-
mond was fairly opened, he bad, counting in
those present with him, though still nominally
lielooglng to the Department of North Caro-
lina, less than 60,000.
